why you had felt and acted aa you 
had toward other persona, even 
toward your own child? Well, 
children whether two or fifteen, 
may have such feeling* shut up 
inside of them and these feelings 
may cause these children to do 
all aorta of thlnga conaldered 
naughty or Intolerable by their 
patent! or other adults. 
This m atter is forcefully 
brought to our attention by Dr. 
Dorothy Baruch, in her recent 
book. “Newer Ways In Discipline" 
and her pamphlet, "How To Dis­ 
cipline Your Child," hosed on It, 
published by the Public Affairs 
Committee, New York City. 
Dr. Baruch states how Impor­ 
tant it is "for parents in the home 
and teachers in the school to help 
children learn to handle their bari 
feelings, not to let them become 
hidden so that they pop out, may­ 
be years later, In disguised and 
hurtful ways.1* 
Emphasises Levs 
On the preventive side she em­ 
phasises love. "The best way to 
give a child of any age enough 
love Is really to love him," she 
says. "To convince him we love 
him, we must have good feelings 
Inside ourselves about him. Make- 
believe doesn't work. He'll ae# 
through It." She urges us to watch 
him develop and listen to him 
sympathetically, admit our own 
feelings when they're ugly. help 
him enjoy achievement and cele­ 
brate his successes. 
All these constructive features 
have been emphasised in this col­ 
umn over the years. 
Then Dr. Baruch makes much 


Help a Child 
Nor could we disagree In prin­ 
ciple with Dr. B a ru c h when she 
says: "When we help a child to 
steer hts bad feelings out through 
acceptable action-pathways, he 
becomes more willing to give up 
the unacceptable action-path­ 
ways." And in some instances, 
when a tot violently kicks his 
mother It might be quite whole­ 
some and effective to suggest that 
he imagine a pillow or a rag doll 
is hts mommy and that he pinch 
and kick it as much as he Ukes. 
But if a mother supposes that 
when he pinches, bites or kicks 
his mother, other children or 
adults, he is always doing so be­ 
cause of some powerful ugly 
pent-up feeling, she is losing per­ 
spective and not facing reality. 
No account Is taken of the habit 
element. Just imagine the aver­ 
age mother turning a youngster 
to harming some object every 
time he is Inclined to hurt a pet, 
playmate, adult or even a Joy. 
Wouldn’t It take a lot of dolls and 
pillows? And what of the young­ 
ster's practice at destructlop? 
What has happened, it seems to 
me, is that Dr. Baruch and others 
who hail this "new way of disci­ 
pline” as the key to all discipline, 
have generalized from a few ex­ 
treme clinical cases and given 
the impression that there are to 
be no restraints, especially physi­ 
cal restraints. They don’t write of 
the everyday child In the every­ 
day home. 
Nevertheless, Dr. Baruch and 
others of lier school of thinking 
have helped us parents give more 
careful thought to possible ways 
of winning the child's cooperation
